A STOBY FROM LINCOLN. 


Investigation of Charges Against 


a Clergyman of Note. 


The following telegram appeared in 


Tuesday's Qlvbe-Democrat, telling of a 
church investigation at the neighboring 
city of Lincoln: 


LINCOLN, 111,, Sept. 21.—The Fust 
PresbyteriaD choroh of this city has or- 
dered an investigation of the past history 
and conduct of its present pastor, who 
assumes charge of the cunroh a couple 
of weeks ago. When the pastor came 
here it was under the name of B«v. V. M. 
Kiordan, a reformed Catholio priest of. 
Queensland, Australia 
His 
sermons 


were eloquent and deep. Ha delivered 
lectures on Australia and pretended to 
expose the sins and horrors of Romanism 
and its institutions 
Shortly after arriv- 


ing he was called to supply the pulpit of 
the church for a year, th» regular pastor, 
liev. Charles E Sohiible, asking for and 
and being granted a vacation for a year 
to recuperate his falling health. On 
Kiordun assuming the place tendered 
him ho changed his name to that of Keith 
Kuthven, advancing aa a reason that it 
was in obedience to the request of a 
wealthy nncle, who agreed to make him 
BE heir to his estate, valued at 8250,000. 
In his explanations he produced papers 
from the civil and ecclesiastical courts of 
Australia entitling 
him to make the 


change, and they appeared to be straight 
Last week Kev. James Tuohy, pastor of 
St Patrick's Catholic church, began in- 
quiring into the antecedents of the new 
comer and discovered that he v^as a pa- 
tient of the Dwight, 111., sanitarium for 
the liquor habit. A letter from Dwight, 
written by a prominent citizen, made 
other serious charges, and on Sunday 
morning the letter was read from the 
altar of St Patrick's church by the priest. 
It developed later that a British-Ameri- 
can and anti Oathoho publication had 
mercilessly scored Iliordan as the com- 
panion uud associate of Margaret Shep- 
ard, an alleged "escaped nun." These 
things coming to the notice of the Pres- 
byterian church compelled the official 
board to inquire into the charges, which 
tLoy are doing now diligently and ener- 
getically, aided by Hev Kuthven, who 
demands a naid investigation, and claims 
that he is the victim of persecution and 
alleges that this is the l.Jth time he has 
been thus treated.

haa already beeu diapiovod, and the 
Presbyterians are confident that Buth- 
\en will come out ot the ordeal unscathed 
The affair has caused a profound sensa- 
tion, and very interesting, as well as racy 
features, aie promised within the next 
flf ek

that the pr* loher will come out of the 
trial without conviction.
